Tulft today resumed his routlne duties
At the White Houwe, It Ix doubtful
If In hla Washington experienice the
Becrotary has ever hud to deal with
more newspaper men than he maw to-
day, They were toninly desirous of
loarnlng, Just what the Segretary ln-
tended to do In answer (o the chals
longe which Renttor Foraker has
Isdtigd In regard to the contest In
Ohlo, « Taft frankly told the newspi-
permen that he had been awany for a
long tme, that he had bul scanty news
of politieal events during his absence
and he did not think this a proper
time for him to maks any kind of @
mtatement of his opinlons and plans,

One polnt was developed In  the
course of the talk with the newspapers
men that may be regurded as sinalifi-
cant, In view of the fact It had been
roported that he Intended to cuencel
his proposed Philippine trip In order to
g0 on stump In Ohlo. Replylng to &
direct Inquiry, Taft suld pe Intends
to sall for the Philippines about
Beptember 1,

That Mr, Taft ls the administration
favorite of all the Republican presi-
dontinl candidates has beon known in
Washington for many months, Whath-
or Mr. Tafy can attain the goal of his
Wmbltlon remalns to be seen, Out In
hia own state of Ohlo he must battle
for delegates with the regular party
organisations, headed by  Benators
Foraker and Dick, unless a truee In
piitched up between the friends of
Taft and the two Benalors,

Kverybody who knows . anything
aboutl pollties knows that you can't
run @ fest-clans, op-to-date political
mughing without trhmmings  in  the
ghapo of patronage. In the Ohlo fight
Taft would seemi to have tho Inwide
tenck, Innwmuch as he ds In the good
graves of the Blg Man who dispenses
the good things, wherchs Foraker |s
standing out In the eold,  But, shoull
it become apparenl within the next
#ix months that the Secretnry of War
is muaking no headway, he will un-
doubtedly take steps 1o make It known
that he ls not g eandldate.

STOLE A TUGBOAT

Deckhands About to Be Discharg-
ed Decamp With Vessal,

WERE FINALLY CAPTURED

At Point of Revolver in Hands of
Another Tug Boat Captain, After
Nearly Wrecking the Boat by Col-
lision and Explosion,

NEW YORK, April 23.—Olaf Wolf-
steen and Lorf Larsen, two Bwedlsh
millors ran away with o $20,000 tug
boat last night and were captured
after an exciting chase™on the ZJast
River, during which shots were fired
and  collistons  barely averted, while
the boat was constantly in dangep of
belng blown up. The two Swedes, who
know they wore golng to be discharged
by the MeNell Towing Compiny, thelr
employers, concelved the Insane idea
of running away with the tug Florence
on which they worked as deckhands,
The boat had been tled up for the
night In Bushwick Creek, but the men
mannged (0 gof up steam and casting
away the lines, started for lower New

York bay.
Captain MeNelll, of the tug Clares
mont, wis notifled and hastlly man-

ning his boat, pursued the Florence,
The lniter vessel had fully a half mile
mtart, but the Sweder were nlmost
without knowledge of how to handle
0 gteambont, They also took wsome
foolhurdy chances In  the crowded
river. They managed howaver, to kepp
the tug at almost top speed,

Captaln MeNell kept the Clalrmont’s
whistle sereaming for halp, Beveral
other tugs, attragied, by the whistles,
Jolned In the chase, As the Claremont
gnlned on the fugitive tug MeNell
leanod from the pllot houss window
and fired two shots and called on the
Swedes to stop. They shouted back
defiantly and dodged In and out among
larger boats, past the navy yard and
under the Willlamsburg and Brooklyn
bridges, ‘The pursult ended off Ham=
fiton ferry, the Claremont being the
faster tug of the two and better
handled, When she drow pbreast of
the Florence McNell levellsd hiy re-
volver at the Swede In the pilot house
and threatened to kill him. The Swedes
gove up and the Cluremont's ore
bound the two men wilh ropes. The
wore logked up In a Brooklyn pollee
statlon on n charge of grand larceny.
They explained that they were only
skylarking but eNell Is posltive
thay moeant to steal the tug,

They also cnme near blowing her
up In thelr lgnorance, he says.

MOYER AND HEYWOOD

Stands Pat on His Former State-
ment and adds More
To It.

TRY TO INFLUENCE JUSTICE

President Says They Not Hg Arg the
One Who Are Trying Te Influence
Justice—Moyer and Heywood Repre-
sentatives of Bloodshed and Violence

WASBHINGTON, April 13.—<In a lot-
tor addressed to Honore Jackson, of
Chicago, chalirman of the Cook County
Moyer- Hey wood conference, made
pul.ulu} today, Preslident Roosgvelt's
replles to the criticisms of his recent
letter In which he roferred to Moyer
and Heywood officlals of the Waestern
Federation of Mineis, charged with
implication in the Stounenberg murder
e “Undesirable citisens.” The presi-
dent says he regrets that any body of
men should so far forget thelr duty to
thely country as to, by the formation
of soolpties or In other ways, sndeavor
to Influence Justice and coerce the
court or jury: that they, not hes, are
trying to Influonce justice and he con-
demny what he calls thelr flagrant Im-
propriety In the matter. He says he
Indicated no oplnlon as to the gullt of
the arrested persons but It was a
simple absurdity 1o assume that be-
ciuse o man Is on trial he Is free from
oriticlsm as to his manner of life, He
say® he might as well be accused of
trying to Influence the suits against
Harrlman, some of whoss friends had
also cfiticised him. He sald Moyer
and Heywood stand as representatives
of those men who have done as much
to discredit the labor movements as
the worst speculative finanolers or the
most unscrupulous employeras of labor
and debauchers of logislatures have
done to diseredit the capitalista and
the falr dealing business men, He
said that Moyer and Heywood stand
as  ropresentative’  of those who
habltually appear as guilty of Inclte-
ment to, of an apology for blogdshed
and violence.

MICHIGAN AND RAILROADS.

Hostility of State Prevents Davelop-
. ment of Agricultural Resouroes,
NEW YORK, April 28.—Tae attitude
of the Btate of Michigun towards the
rillrouds Is critliclzed In the annual re-
port of the Grand Raplds & Indinnn
Ralirosd, just lssued. Reforring to the
demands for a flat two-cent-a-mile
passenger rate lirespoctive of condl-
tlona on Individual lnos, the report
miys that “This public outery I8 un-
fortunate ax the state s already well
advertised In the flnanclal werld as
hostlle and unfair to lts rallroads”
As p result of the state's polley the

report  declared, llttle new rallrond
mileage has  been constructed In
Michigan in the past four years, Be-

twoon 6,000,000 and 8,000,000 acres of
good agricultural land that lle 1)s In
the northern part of the state would
be developad, the report says M the
rallroads wore bullt Into these sectlons,
This land has been taken by the state
In non-payment of taxes,

HARRIMAN ON WITNESS STAND.

Tostifion Against ormer Stenographer
In Trial At New York.

NEW YORK, April 23.—B. H, Har-
riman was the principal witness (o=
day at the finnl hearing in the case of
Frank W. Hill, Harriman's former sec-
retary who lg charged with having
sold, for publication, the now famous
Tetter wrltten by Harviman to Sldney
Webster. The publication of which
drew forth n splrited declaration from

Prosldent Roosevelt that the wlate-
ments made by Harriman were untrue,
Magistrate Wahle announced after the
hearing that he would give his de-
oislon May 1. Harriman denled to-
fay that he ever gave permisslon to
any nowspaper (o publish the letter.
On the other hand he mald when he
loarned thit (he letler was in posves-
#lom of the New York World he tried,
without sucoews, to prevent Its publi-
catlon. ?

“When I learned 1t was in print 1
called up the American and told the
man ot the other end of the phong line
that It was only falr to let him know
that letter was 1o be published” said
Harriman,

"Did you, then, give them permis-
slon 1o print the letter ™ he was asked.

“1 did not.”

J,llnnndtr Miller, Harmriman's pri-
viite socretary, testifled, “That all she
original coples of the letter are In his
possassion,”

STREET RAILWAY MUDDLE.

At Cleveland In Which Mayor Tom
Johnson is Concerned.

CLEVELAND, April 23.—The first
chapter In the revival of Cleveland's
Street rullway fight came loday, when
& temporary Injunction was granted
against Mayor Johnson and the Forest
City Rallway Company on the appli-
catiop of the Clevelang Electrie Com-
pany from operating on Ceniral and
Quincy avenues, where the Cleveland
Electric's franchisey hng explred and
on which lines the company proposes
to suspend all operations at midnight
tonight. The application for the In-
Sunetion ls based on the financial In-
terest of Johnson In the Forest City
Rallway. Judge Ford set the hearing
for the permunent Infunction for elght
o'clock tomorrow.

LUMBER MILL FIRE

Port Blakeley Mills Totally De-
stroyed By Fire.

ESTIMATES DAMAGE $750,000

Fire Tugs Bent From Seattle and
Assistance Rendered by Blusjackets
~Started From Hot Box and En-
dangered the Workingmen's Homes.

SEATTLE, April 28.—Fire which
broke out at 10;45 last night in the
planer room of the Port Blaksley Mill
Company’s lumber mill at Port Blake-
ley, wiped out the entire plant, the
largest lumber manufacturing ostab-
lishment on the coast and one of the
largest In the world, entalling a loss
of between §500,000 and $750,000, Of
thie 50 per cept Is covered by Insur-
ance, and the management of the mill
sald o new bullding will be begun at
N,

The fire originated In a hot box,
AL the moment of discovery there was
not A chance to save the mill. Flames
shot up Immediately, enveloping all
that setclon of the plant. The night
foree was at work at the time and the
400 men were compelled to flea for
thelr lives, All managed to escape.

Helpleas to vheck the Oames In the
mill proper, the men turned thelp at-
tentlon to saving the houses In Port
Blakeley, many ‘of which were not
more than 500 feet from the [fire.
Svery hose In the town was pressed
into the servite, and by the use of
the reserve refervolr sufficient water
war obtained to econtrol the flames.
Within o few minutes, 200 men with
20 hosg were engaged in the work of
gaving the town, Tha maln reservolr
operated from the mill, was out off.

The firebont Snoqualmie, of Seattle,
was sent for and put Into port soon
after midnight and with the Wyadda,
whic harrived 20 minutes Inter, have
flve two-inch streams of water pluying
on the flames, The fire-fighting Ig In
charge of T. C. Ford, resldent manager
of the Port Blakeley mllls. At this
nour the mill is still burning. The
plant was destroyed once before, 18
years ngo, Just before the great Seattle
fire, when the loss was almost as large
as it the present time,

At 3 a. m, the fire is under control.
Bluejackets from the Unlted Siates
steamey Perry were landed and halped
fn checking the fames.

Declares it Does Not Care to
Handle Lumber Business

WILL OPERATE HUGE BARGES

Before They Will Submit To the Ex-
horbitant Prices Asked by Railroad
Hearing Béfore the Railroad Com-
mission,

PORTLAND, April 23.—A special (o
the Oregonlan from Salem says:

The State Rallroag Commission .10-
day beld a hearing into the justness
of the comhplaint made by the Wil-
Hamestte Valley lumbermen that the
rate on lumber, of 86 per thousand,
recently put into effect by the South-
ern Pacific Company between Valley
points and San Francisco s prohibl-
tive. The complainants aver that
thelr orders have been placed under
the old rate of $3.10 per thousand and
they are morally bound to keep the
contract. They also conténd that al-
though, situated on the Willamette
River, the present rate to Portland Is
80 high they cannot ship to that port
and thence to Ban Francisco by water
and compete with the Portland mills.
The rallroad, on the other hand, as.
serts It cannot do business at profit
at the $3.10 rate as It is compelled In
the great majority of Instances to haul
carg north from San Francieco un-
loaded. The rallroad men safld fur-
ther they prefer not to carry any lum-
ber whatever as the cars cannot now
be' had in quantities sufficlent to
supply the demands of more profitable
traftic.

The commission will not render a
declslon In the matter until the evi-
dence is fully considered, In case the
rallroand men are upheld and the evi-
dence presented Is deemed sufficlent
to warrant It, an appeal will be taksn
to the Interstate Commerce Commls-
sion,

It developed after the commission
adjourned that the up-river mills plan
In case the rallroads do not reduce
the rates, they will put Into operation
large barges between thelr mills and
Portlamd, They belleve in that way
they can force the roads to come to
thelr terms.

ARSENAL BURNED

Believed to Have Been of Incen-
diary Origin.

TOULON ARSENAL FRANCE

Soldiers and Sailors Fight Fire and
Over Thirty Are Injured by Falling
Walls—Some of the Men Are Fatally
Hurt—Inquiry is Being Conducted.

TOULON, France, April 23 —For
sixth time within a few months this
port has beeén stricken by dlsaster
from fire and this time the resultant
damage Is principally material, Short-
Iy after midnight a sentry at the ar-
senal noticed a glare of flames in the
storehouse used for rope yarns, and at
once gave the alarm and the soldiers,
craws of the warships and employes
of the arsenal were turned out to fight
the flames which spread with Incred-
ible rapldity. The bulldings In the
vicinity of the storehouse contained
200,000 pounds of material with whaich
to cleap machinery, 60,000 pounds Oak«
um, 5000 sponges, enormous quantities
of ballnst baskets, hampers, sail cloth,
turpentine, linseed ofl and other in-
flammables. Every avallable man was
engaged in the efforts to control the
conflagration. It was late this after-
noop before the fire was reported
under control. It ls reported that
more than 30 sustained injuries from
falling walls nnd some are npt expect
ed to lve., The finding of two pleces
of fuge of the kind not used in the
French navy has aroused suspiclous
that the fire was not altogether accl-
dental. A rigorous Inquiry ls being
conducted.
